reached 764,584, including 163,458

Secretary of War Stimson placed 
the Army’s losses at 676,796, while 
the Navy listed its total as 87,788. 
This represented an over-all in- 
crease of 27,242, including 8893 
dead, since last week's report. 

Stimson said the Army casual- 
ties represented a compilation of 
individual names received § in 
Washington through Jan. 28 and 
reflected battle developments at 
the end of December and the be- 
ginning of January. 

The Secretary said 865,000 Ger- 
mans have been taken prisoner on 
the Western front since the inva- 
sion last June.

The largest of the dams, the 
Schwammenauel, is just over two 
miles from Schmidt. A combat 
team of the Seventy-eighth Infan- 
try Division reached the northern 
bank of its reservoir. 

The dam system is capable of 
sending an 18-foot wall of water 
down the 36 miles of the Roer to 
Roermond. Any troops which had 
crossed the Roer to the Cologne 
Plain last fall could have been 
trapped by German-made floods 
within four hours, 

Yanks Near Pruem. 

Farther south in the 70-mile ac- 
tive front, the Third Army poured 
through a seven-mile breach~ in 
the Siegfried line to within a mile 
and a quarter of Pruem. Ahead, 
however, lay rugged terrain. 

The attacks at Schmidt and 
Pruem appeared to be the begin- 
ning of a break-through to the 
Rhine. Schmidt, which was one of 
the strongest positions in the 
Siegfried line, is 28 miles from 
the river. 

Pruem, a major traffic center in 
the Siegfried line, was approached 
by Third Army troops from sev- 
eral directions. The nearest col- 
umn came within sight of the 
town, capturing Obeimehlen, just 
to the northwest.

In a scarred barracks in Bas- 
togne, the supreme commander 
met Lt. Gen. George 8S, Patton, 
Third Army commander.

By Nazis, Saved After Many Hours 


Yank, Foot Shot Off and Explosives Wired 
to Body, Wounded Again as Shells Fall 
Around Him in Huertgen Forest.

TEMPLE, Tex., Feb. 8 (AP).— 
' Pvt. William H. Edwards’ foot was 
blown off and he was crying for 
water, but the three Germans ig- 
nored his pleas. They wired ex- 
plosives to his body and left him— 
a human booby trap. 

Edwards told his story today at 
McCloskey General Hospital here: 
How his right foot had been blown 
off by a mine, how the Germans 
|fastened the explosives to him, 
‘how he knew he was doomed if 
ihe moved or if help came when 
ihe Was unconscious, he and his 
‘rescuers would be killed. 

He lay there for hours between 
‘American and German lines in 
the lHiuertgen Forest, under a con- 
\stant artillery barrage. German 
'88 shell fragments hit his left leg 
as he waited. 

Father of Six Children. 

It all started simply enough, 
Edwards related. This member of 
the Fourth Infantry Division, who 
has a wife and six children in 
Hayti, Mo., had begun what was 
to have been a 40-minute night 
patrol. Near the German lines, 
Edwards stepped on a mine which 
blew off his foot. He lay quietly 
until morning, fearing that any 
sound would betray his comrades. 

He could not bandage his wound, 
but fortunately it was one of those 
curious injuries in which the 
veins and arteries are forced up- 
ward so they are, in a manner, 
sealed. At 10:30 a. m. he called 


for a medic. The enemy heard 
him and began a search but did 
not find him. 

Soon afterward a pebble hit his 
leg and he heard an American 
medic whisper: “Are you a G.I.?” 

“Hell, yes, I’m a G. IL,” he re- 
plied. 

“Don’t make any noise and we'll 
get you out,” the medic whispered. 
Germans Balk Rescue. 

The medics crawled to him and 
lifted him from the ground, but 
the Germans had seen the rescuers 
and shot one of the medics in one 
hand. The medics dropped back. 
Later they tried to get to Edwards 
again but German fire drove them 
away. 

When darkness of the second 
night fell, three Germans came. 
Edwards asked for a drink of wa- 
ter. They refused it. They took 
his field jacket, divided up five 
packages of cigarettes in the pock- 


iets, then set to work booby-trap- 


ping him. 

“T lay on the charge the next 
day and into the night,” he said. 
“T smoked some cigarettes the 
Germans failed to find in my shirt 
pocket. I sure thought I was a 
goner. I knew I would never leave 
the forest alive.” 

About 2 a. m., two men of an- 
other company came in to get the 
wounded. Still conscious, Edwards 
directed the cutting of the wires 
to the charge under his back, and 
they carried him away. He had 
lain there for 70 hours.

BUSUH DEGLINES 
0 BE CANDIDATE 
IN MAYOR RAGE 


Says He Feels It Is His 
Duty to Continue Serv- 
ice as Colonel in Army 


Ordnance Office. 


By a Washington Correspondent 
of the Post-Dispatch. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 8 — Col. 
August A. Busch Jr., vice-president 
of Anheuser-Busch, Inc., now on 
duty in the Army Ordnance De- 
partment, announced today that 
he declined to become a candidate 
for the Democratic nomination 
for Mayor of St. Louis, in the pri- 
mary March 9. 

In a formal announcement, Col. 
Busch stated that he was declin- 
ing “requests made by many indi- 
viduals and organizations” to en- 
ter the mayoralty contest. He 
stated that he felt it his duty to 
continue his service in the Ord- 
nance office. 

The announcement was given 
‘out through James H. Platt, rep- 
resentative of Anheuser-Busch in 
Washington, at his apartment at 
the Shoreham Hotel, and not at 
Col. Busch’s office in the Penta- 
gon Building. It was stated that 
the communication had passed 
through the hands of Army offi- 
cials, and had been “cleared” un- 
der the rules restricting Army 
personnel in statements bearing on 
political subjects. Its text is: 

“St. Louis and its people have 
made an enviable record in the 
war. In addition to those serving 
their city and country overseas, 
many public-spirited citizens have 
shown their patriotism by their 
outstanding services. 

“To be requested to become a 

candidate for Mayor of this city 
is a high honor of which any St. 
Louisan may well be proud. I am 
deeply appreciative of such re- 
quests made by many individuals 
and organizations. 
“Several years ago, however, I 
|'made the decision to serve my 
country during the grave emer- 
|gency which faced it, by accepting 
'a commission in the Ordnance De- 
partment of the Army. I was 
granted leave of absence by my 
company and have been ‘contin- 
uously on such duty since that 
time. No one could have partic- 
ipated, as I have, in production 
activities in that department with- 
‘out being inspired to contribute 
his every energy to meet our na- 
tional objéctive of producing vital 
ly needed munitions, 

“None of us can afford to forget 
the fact that the war is not yet 
won, and I, particularly, cannot be 
unmindful that my first and con- 
tinuing duty is that of furthering 
the interest of the Ordnance De- 
partment in its production efforts. 
In doing so, I feel that I am serv- 
ing St. Louis in the capacity which 
circumstances now indicate to be 
‘the most urgent. 

“With unbounded faith in the 
future of America, and in the im- 
portant place of St. Louis in the 
postwar world, I again thank you 
'for the high honor conferred upon 
_me, which I must regretfully de- 
cline at this time.”

The baseball equipment mar- 
ket, it is said, probably will be| 
so tight as to make it difficult 
for amateur and semiprofessional 
teams to be outfitted. There is a 
shortage of materials for uniforms 
and bats, balls and gloves, not to 
mention shoes, will be hard to 
get, according to persons Close to 
the industry. 

Just a War Casualty. 

“We are going to be able to 
turn over only about 10 per cent 
of our manufactured goods to 
civilian use,” said a spokesman for 
a sporting goods factory. ‘As the 
situation stands, there not only 
will be few golf balls, clubs, base- 
balls, boxing gloves, and even 
volley balls for the public, but the 
pinch is on all along the line in 
sports equipment. We've got to 
take it as a war casualty.” 

It was explained that, while a 
year ago, there was a fair winter 
carry-over on sports items, stocks 
are depleted at this time. 

Retailers’ shelves are also empty, 
or nearly so. The manager of a 
sports goods department in a 
large downtown store said: “We've 
got a few golf balls on hand, 
but they are reclaimed or washed 
balls. They’re not making golf 
clubs any more, you know. We've 
also only a few left-over tennis 
racquets and tennis balls.” 

At a large retail sporting goods 
store, inquiry developed that the 
store had a few baseballs from 
last year on hand, but with little 
likelihood of getting much of a 
new supply. “We are extremely 
short on all types of inflated mer- 
chandise (basketballs, volley balls, 
tennis balls, etc.), the spokesman 
said. 

“We haven't ‘seen a golf ball in 
months,” was the terse statement 
by an official of a large drug 
store which handles certain types 
of sporting goods. 

President Sam Breadon of the

Both on Flying Fortresses 
That Crash-Landed on 
Way Home.

Two St. Louis airmen, former 
schoo] mates at the Stix Public 
School. had a difficult time decid- 
ing which one had the narrowest 
escape on a bombing raid against 
|Hanau, Germany recently, an 
Army dispatch reported today. 
The gunners were crew members 
of two Flying Fortresses which 
erash-landed on the return trip to 
england 

Staff Sgt. Glenn R. Stocklaus- 
ner of 3550 Pestalozzi street was 
a waist gunner on a Flying For- 
tress which was abandoned by the 
crew after three engines were 
knocked out. Sgt. Stockglausner 
parachuted to what he thought 
was safety. He landed in a pine 
tree near the German lines, and 
as he climbed down from the tree, 
shells began exploding near him. 
He was rescued by two American 
infantrymen, after convincing 
them he was not a German para- 
| trooper. 

Set. Marion F. Rodgers, who 
formerly lived at 4069 Fairview 
‘street, a tail gunner, crashed the 
same day near a small town in 
Southern France in the midst of 
a blizzard. “We lived in our plane 
for six days,” Sgt. Rodgers said. 
‘Once, he related, he started to- 
wards town for food, and was lost 
for several hours’ before being 
rescued. He kept himself warm 
by huddling against a cow. 

Pfc. Joseph F. Ropac of Granite 
City, now a patient at McCloskey 
‘General Hospital at Temple, Tex., 
saw his first action as member of 
an antitank gun crew among the 
hedgerows of Normandy, fought 
through France and lost part. of 
his left foot in a night attack in 
Belgium. 

Frequently, Pfc. Ropac’s unit 
“sweated it out” holding road 
blocks at night, waiting in the 
darkness until approaching Ger- 
man tanks were within point- 
blank range before opening fire. 

“Three or four Jerry vehicles 
would come down the road firing 
at where they thought the road 
iblock might be,” Pfc. Ropac told 
ian Associated Press reporter at 
ithe Army hospital. “Then, after 
what seemed like hours, we would 
let go. Half the time we almost

DUTCH SAY DUMBARTON OAKS 
IS UNFAIR TO SMALL POWERS 


Contend That Veto Right of Big Nations 
Gives Them an Undue Advantage in Dis- 
putes to Which They Are Party. 


LONDON, Feb. 8 (AP). 


HE NETHERLANDS GOVERNMENT has challenged the right 
of the major powers to judge all charges against smaller nations 
and has proposed stronger positions in the proposed warld security

council for the smaller countries, a reliable source said today. 


This source said a 6000-word 
document from the Dutch was on 
the conference table before Presi- 
dent Roosevelt, Premier Stalin 
and Prime Minister Churchill. 
The document hinted that The 
Netherlands might hesitate to join 
a world security organization as 
planned at Dumbarton Oaks if 
Soviet Russia's proposal to enforce 
unanimity of rule among the five 
permanent members of the council 
wes adopted, the source said. 


“It is difficult to see avhat ad- 
vantage the plan would have for 
The Netherlands,” the memoran- 
dum was quoted, “if the right of 
veto was granted to the great pow- 
ers in their own cause.” 

The Dutch were said to have 
argued that if the great powers— 
the United States, Britain, Russia, 


China and France — obtained the 
veto power in cases to which they 
were party, “the Dumbarton Oaks 
plan would be useful only for pro- 
moting orderly settlement of in- 
ternational disputes between smal- 
ler nations.” 

“In cases of disputes between 
great powers or between a great 
power and a amuatlier atate, the 
plan would afford no protection,” 
the memorandum was quoted, 
“Would this produce freedom from 
fear’? it asked. 

The document is said to declare 
that each nation, unless committed 
to certain action by special re- 
gional arrangements, should be 
free to decide whether it would 
take part in applying armed force 
and should refuse to let the se- 
curj{y council plunge it into any 
war in which it did not believe.

A Few “Hopes” 


First you catch the rabbit. That is the open- 
ing line of the famous recipe on how to cook a 
rabbit, so the first order of business at the Big 
Three meeting obviously is to make secure the 
gigantic military trap in which Germany is now 
cornered. There is not likely to be much diffi- 
culty or controversy among Messrs. Roosevelt, 
Churchill and Stalin on this score. Nor, of course, 
does the world expect to learn anything about 
the military decisions they make. 

At Teheran, it is true, it was announced that 
operations against Germany would be undertak- 
en from “the east, west and south,” thus giving 
word that a second front would be established. 
But the second front had obviously been in the 
making for a long time, and the decision was no 
news to Hitler or anyone else. D-day came six 
months later. 

There are, however, laree areas of difficulty 
and controversy in the political problems that 
face the Big Three. First and foremost, we hope 
they can get together on what to do with Ger- 
many. Incidentally, France, which eventually 
must have a lot to say about this, is not repre- 
sented at the conference. There are 40-11 plans 
for making Germany militarily impotent for a 
century and more to come; it should be possible 
for the Big Three to choose the best of them. 

There are the problems, too, of Poland, Greece, 
Italy and various other nations, some of which lie 
in the Russian “security belt’ and some of which 
are in the British Empire’s scheme of things. In 
these problems, President Roosevelt should be 
able to act as an ideal umpire, with due regard 
for the necessities of both our major Allies. 
While recognizing those necessities, we hope he 
will tell Stalin and Churchill that there are more 
things in heaven and earth than are dreamt of 
in their philosophies. 

The President goes more impressively equipped 
to this meeting than he has to any other. He 
goes as the leader of a nation whose armies both 
in Europe and in Asia have achieved superb vic- 
tories; as the leader of a nation whose Navy is 
the most powerful the world has ever known. 
But, even more important, he carries assurances 
from both houses of Congress—in the form of 
the Fulbright and Connally resolutions, of the 
pledges of new members of House and Senate, 
of the attitude of the Republican senatorial 
leader, Vandenberg, and so on—that this time 
the United States is going to assume its proper 
postwar responsibility in world affairs. 

We hope the President is able to convince 
Messrs. Stalin and Churchill that we are in the 
world picture to stay; that, until a world peace 
structure is set up, interim machinery will be 
set up to settle political disputes; that a firm 
commitment will be made, as Senator Vanden- 
berg has suggested, in the form of a treaty—to 
be ratified by the Senate—calling for the per- 
manent demilitarization of Germany and Japan; 
that full agreement will be reached on the prin- 
ciples of world security. 

Finally, we hope the political decisions reached 
in the Black Sea area will not be shrouded in 
mystery and secrecy; but that so far as possible 
the world will be told the pattern of the future 
which is now being designed there.

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Georgia Free State 

There is something inspiring in Georgia’s abo- 
lition of the poll tax. This action by a State 
which 10 years ago was sneeringly referred to 
as a bog of bigotry—action, we emphasize, which 
the Georgians took on their own initiative and 
not as the result of outside pressure and cam- 
paigning—shows again that self-help and self- 
determination are the greatest assets man in- 
dividually or collectively can have. 

The germ was a sense of outrage on the part 
of the Georgia League of Women Voters at the 
harm the poll tax system did to the Empire 
State of the South. The League began talking 
about it in 1936, and would not stop talking. 
Finally, the newspapers took it up, not only the 
metropolitan dailies, but the county seat week- 
lies, and the Georgia State Press Association 
made it a plank in its reform platform. 

The politicians were slow, and the agitations 
for a Federal ban on poll ‘taxes made them 
slower, states’ rights being part of the bag of 
tricks of most Southern politicians. But the 
wind of reform finally began to move them, too. 
Finally, when Ellis Arnall became Governor, 
things really began to happen. A straight thinker 
and a hard fighter, he does not acknowledge de- 
feat. The obstacles in the poll tax fight made 
him hit all the harder. Both Senators in Wash- 
ington indorsed State repeal, both branches of 
the Legislature finally passed a measure that 
means what it says. 

“Today Georgia spoke for democracy,” the Gov- 
ernor said as he signed the bill. Today it is 
Georgia Free State. Let the seven other poll- 
tax states take notice that the last has made 
itself first.

Wheeler on Williams 

Aubrey Williams’ chances of Senate confirma- 
tion as head of REA should be substantially im- 
proved after his testimony before the Senate Ag- 
riculture Committee Tuesday on his experience 
as administrator of the National Youth Adminis- 
tration. 

Senator Burton K. Wheeler took occasion to 
term NYA the “most constructive” of any of 
the relief programs during the first decade of 
the presidency of Franklin Roosevelt. This at- 
titude on the part of an anti-administration Sen- 
ator indicates that this part of Williams’ back- 
ground may not be such a bugaboo as Senator 
McKellar has been trying to make it appear. 

Senator Bankhead, who favors Williams, sought 
to bring the innuendoes about Communist sym- 
pathies into the open, to be disposed of. The 
nominee denied categorically that he had ever 
joined that party, been a fellow traveler, attended 
a Communist meeting or knowingly hired a 
Communist. is just as well that this ghost 
has been laid to rest. 

The net of these hearings, as was so often the 
case in the years when NYA was continually

being investigated and assailed, should be to 
strengthen him. He talks most frankly and 
convincingly, never hesitates to admit errors and 
tell why he made them. And the man does have 
a deep public purpose that most of his enemies 
respect.

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The School Board Petition Racket 

The results of the Election Board's laborious 
10-day check of School Board candidates’. peti- 
tions supplies a powerful argument for abandon- 
ment of the present defective election system. 

Note the results: A total of 22,467, almost 
one-sixth, of the signatures on the petitions, 
were found to be faked. One candidate was 
ruled off the ballot because elimination of his 
phonies left fewer than the required 6799 
genuine signatures. Another candidate’s peti- 
tion was found to be 48 per cent bogus. Each 
of the 10 candidates had some “irregular” names 
on his petitions. And the Election Board roundly 
condemned the nominating method as “not prac- 
tical or workable in a city the size of St. Louis.” 

The present demonstration proves how ‘im- 
practical, how meaningless, it is. Petitions, even 
if all their signatures are genuine, do not tell 
the voter a single thing about any candidate's 
fitness to be a School Board member, They are 
a meaningless rigamarole. Few persons would 
decline to sign a petition when solicited by a 
friend, no matter who the candidate is—if they 
even stop to look at the candidate’s name, 

But gathering 6799 signatures is a considerable 
job. It is so much easier for a candidate's 
friends to sit down and write in names, with or 
without their owners’ consent. That is what 
happened on every petition this time, and pre- 
sumably in all past elections. As the Election 
Board says, “The method invites abuse and gets 
it. It should be changed.” 

Jesse W. Barrett, chairman of the board, has 
stated his personal preference for appointment 
by the Mayor. That is the method widely urged 
for some time: appointment by the Mayor from a 
list of nominees drawn up by a panel of out- 
standing citizens, with the voters passing on the 
record ,of each board member after he has 
served two years. This would be a means of 
getting competent members on the board, while 
retaining the voters’ democratic right to approve 
or reject them on the basis of their records. 

The petition system has been proved a mean- 
ingless procedure, and sometimes a racket. The 
sooner St. Louis gets rid of it, the better. 
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Mrs. MacArthur, it turns out, has been for- 
bidden by her husband to make public state- 
ments, and doesn’t make them. What a wonder- 
ful General! 
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Rumor Via Stockholm 

At a casual glance, there seem to be only 
four things wrong in the Stockholm report that 
Franz von Papen will become German Chancel- 
lor preparatory to peace overtures. 

First, this yarn, like so many others coming 
from Sweden, is probably pure fiction. Second, 
if it is true, the Allies wouldn’t be interested 
in negotiating with a Government which had 
Hitler as “President,” even if someone else oc- 
cupied the chancellorship. Third, we trust Von 
Papen, if anything, less than Hitler, because his 
aims are thoroughly rational, without complica- 
tions of rug-chewing and astrology. 

And fourth, there really isn’t anything to 
negotiate about. You don’t negotiate with a 
criminal backed up in a corner at the point of 
your gun. He throws up his hands and you 
disarm him.

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To Right a Pension Injustice 

Under Missouri law, an elderly person who 
has a $500 insurance policy, or owns a house 
valued at $1500, is ineligible for old-age assist- 
ance, though he may be otherwise destitute. This 
is an obvious injustice. It means that such a 
person must cash in the insurance policy, or sell 
or borrow on the house, before being placed on 
the old-age pension roll. 

A bill being prepared by Senator Ralph Erd- 
win, Social Security Committee chairman, would 
right this injustice, while still protecting the in- 
terests of the State. The measure provides that 
such an applicant would give the State a lien on 
his property or life insurance, and then would be 
eligible to receive pension checks. On his death, 
the insurance or property would go to the State. 

This is a fair proposal. Its adoption may act 
to right another injustice by encouraging fi- 
nancially able children or other relatives to sup- 
port needy persons rather than see them accept 
old-age assistance payments and leave their 
property or insurance to the State.

Is the Power of the Press Waning? 


To charge that political influence of newspapers is declining, small- 
city daily replies that news presentation, usually fair, is more 
widely accepted as a guide than biased editorials; asserts weight 
of smaller journals is great, but is usually overlooked by the critics,

Walter Davenport, editor of Collier's, con- 
tributes a very interesting article in the 
Jan. 27 issue of that magazine on the sub- 
ject of the press’ influence or lack of in- 
fluence on national thinking, particularly 
as related to politics. 

The point raised by Mr. Davenport is 
that Mr. Roosevelt has been elected to four 
terms and retains the confidence and ad- 
miration of the majority of Americans in 
spite of the fact that only a minority of 
the newspapers have at any time support- 
ed him or the New Deal. This provides a 
pretty strong argument for those who see 
the power of the press on the wane, 

Well, “power of the press,” like so many 
other catchwords and phrases of which we 
Americans are so fond, is an ambiguous 
and indefinite expression. We think vir- 
tually all discussions of it err seriously in 
that they are based solely upon the status, 
the influence and the general policies of 
the metropolitan press, without considera- 
tion of the thousands of newspapers, daily 
and weekly, in the small cities and towns 
of the country. 


Accent on Big-City Press 


The brilliant collegians, the self-anoint- 
ed sociologists and trend-analyzing experts 
base their conceptions of the press on 
a few huge papers. Their conclusions are 
drawn from the practices, policies and cir- 
culation figures of journals in chief cities. 
They ignore St. Joseph and Paducah, 
Peoria and Dodge City. 

It is true that in many aspects such big 
newspapers as the Chicago Tribune, the 
New York Times, the Louisville Courier- 
Journal, St. Louis Post-Dispatch and others 
do wield a tremendous influence if for no 
other reason than their vast circulation. 
They, to name only a few, are great news- 
papers, ably edited and they undoubtedly 
shape reader thinking. 

But it is silly and unworthy of the Ameri- 
can public to assume that it cannot and 
does not think for itself, that Americans 
are incapable of making their own deci- 
sions, political and otherwise. If that were 
true. then the free press of America is in- 
dicted for failure, for the primary 
purpose of the press is to inform. All else, 
including editorial opinion, is secondary, 

We believe that in the discussion about 
the press, too much emphasis has been 
placed upon diagnosis of the editorial pages 
and too little emphasis or study given to 
the subject of news content and coverage, 
which is what counts.

Editorials Over-emphasized 


We believe the American press, on the 
whole, is doing a superlative job of keep- 
ing the people informed with detailed, un- 
biased news. What conclusions the readers 
draw from the news are certainly of far 
greater importance than the conclusions of 
a comparative handful of editors and edi- 
torial writers. 

The big city dailies, naturally, have tre- 
mendous circulation.-they have to haye to 
exist, jut we don't believe the Chicago 
Tribune, the New York Daily News and 
the Washington Star are necessarily the 
voice of America. We admire Col, McCor- 
mick of the Tribune, for instance, because 
he is proprietor of one of the greatest (we 
won't say the greatest) newspaper proper- 


‘ 


ties in thmworld, but his editorials and his 
editorial policy are not made automatically 
omnipotent for that reason. 


The same logic applies in every great 
city, for the truth is that the editors and 
publishers in the big cities are in the last 
analysis voicing what are chiefly their own 
views in their editorial columns. The larg- 
er the city, the more remote becomes the 
contact and relationship between the news- 
papers and their readers, 


Easy to See the Editor 


You can, for instance, see the editor of 
this newspaper any time you wish by the 
simple exercise of walking upstairs. You 
can meet him face to face and tell him 
exactly what you think. Because he lives 
and works in a small community, you and 
he meet frequently anyway in the routine 
of daily life. He gets to know what the 
people think and tries to shape his policies 
accordingly. 

Personal contact is by no means so easy 
in Chicago, New York or other cities. The 
publisher and editors are not easily ac- 
cessible, partly because it is impossible for 
them to be so. You do not see Col. Mc- 
Cormick by simply swooping up through 
Tribune Tower in an express elevator— 
you have to have credentials, an appoint- 

ment and a reason sufficiently important— 
in the publisher’s opinion—to reach the 
holy of holies. 

Thus, there is a wide gulf between those 
who direct the editorial policies of the 
metropolitan press and the millions of or- 
dimary folk who read their papers. Such 
a ‘condition is not conducive to elaborate 
knowledge of what the people are thinking, 
what their political preferences are, what 
hopes and fears lie within their hearts, 


Backbone of Democracy 


There are a great many more small 
towns in America than there are large 
cities, and it follows that there are a 
great many more small newspapers. Doubt- 
less and naturally, we are prejudiced, but 
we believe that the so-called little people, 
and the small newspapers which provide 
these people with their daily fare of news 
and comment, are the real backbone of 
democracy. 

Therein lies the error of those who see 
the whole American press and the subject 
of its influence solely through the pages 
of the metropolitan dailies. Therein, too, 
is a tremendous obligation and challenge to 
the small-town editor to interpret and do 
his’ best to make available information 
upon which the real people of the land 
can base their decisions, 


Any editor, any writer with a gift at 
turning out phrases, can dish up opinions, 
advice and preachments day after day, but 
it requires a will and an earnest sincerity 
to get around and find out what the peo- 
ple are thinking. Editors who do that 
earn the respect of their commuyities and

“The Road to Foreign Policy,” by Hugh Gibson.

probably get a slightly sinking feeling on 
the few occasions when they think of 
America’s foreign policy. Conflicting inter- 
pretations of our relations abroad add up 
to an impression of a murky Washington 
morass too deep to be fathomed by or- 
dinary human beings. “The Road to For- 
eign Policy,” a road which most Americans 
will understand and approve, is staked out 
by Hugh Gibson, 

Mr. Gibson is one of our few interna- 
tional-relations sages. He has his foibles 
and his pet peeves, ag well as a penchant 
for beating half-dead horses. Yet his long 
years as a career diplomat enable him to 
produce that rarest of books on foreign 
policy, one that makes common sense, 

- . . 

There is very little about American for- 
eign policy that pleases Mr. Gibson. In the 
first place, he feels that we do not have 
one. America's political leaders have yet 
to enunclate the simple set of basic tenets 
Which will serve as long-range guideposts., 
Instead, our policies for the last 50 years 
have been inconsistent and irrelevant. 

Our influence in the world is not nearly 
80 great as it might be. Other nations 
have no way of knowing, how long par- 
ticular American policied will continue. 
One handicap is the selection of political 
plumsters to run our legations and em- 
bassies abroad. Responsibility for making 
decisions rests with these amateurs, but 
education, training and experience—on 
Which such decisions should be made— 
characterize their subordinates 

As remedies, Mr. Gibson proposes exten- 
sive schooling programs, and a diplomatic 
corps staffed exclusively by professionals. 

Another flaw has been the lack of demo- 
cratic control over our foreign policy. In- 
creasingly in recent years, the executive 
branch has made decisions which properly 
belong to the legislative. This has not been 
due to any power lust of the bureaucrats. 
Rather, they have been forced by default 
to make decisions. Senators who should 
have a direct hand In the making of for- 
eign policy have too often failed to become 
“foreign policy literates.” 

+. * 7 

An even greater need is the building of 
a well-informed public opinion about our 
relations with the rest of the world. A 
good summary of the perils of popular ig- 
norance is Elihu Root’s 1922 statement: 
“When foreign affairs were ruled by autoc- 
racies or oligarchies, the danger of war 
was in sinister purpose. When foreign 
fairs are ruled by democracies, the dangers 
of war will be in mistaken beliefs.” 

Those charged with determining foreign 
policy must make clear what the alterna- 
tive decisions are. Editors and writers for 
the major channels of information must 
shift their emphasis from shocking revela- 
tions to the analysis of these alternatives. 
Mr. and Mrs. Smith must realize that on 
their willingness to spend time and thought 
on the whole problem rests our chances for 
peace. That they have the intelligence to 
know the truth and the safest way, none 
can doubt; that they still lack the facts 
for reasoned judgment is equally clear.

IT’S ODD how many folks believe firmly that 
uniess a thing kappens within their own expe- 
rience—if, for example, they read it in a b6ok— 
it just naturally can’t be so, I think this is 
because they don’t search back to causes but are 
interested only in the effect of the thing upon 
themselves. Let’s pick out a few of these com- 
Piaints which we hear year after year and see 
what lies behind them. It happens that most of 
my own bird hunting for many seasons has been 
done in what's known as “tough” country—the 
hilly. wooded terrain of the Ozarks. I hunt this 
country from preference and despite the fact 
that Im about a third-rate shot, because it’s 
more fun That's what I hunt for, having de- 
cided long ago that you could always buy meat 
more cheaply at a market than you could go out 
into the woods and shoot it. But I might also 
add that the Ozark environment is generally 
favorable for quail, so that in most seasons you 
will find plenty of birds.

SOME TIME AGO, in this column, I made a 
comment which quail hunters might do well to 
contemplate. Nature has certain immutable laws 
gio which we mortals seldom pay enough heed. 
One of these laws is that any living species 
which fails to adapt itself to a changing environ- 
ment is doomed to certain extinction. When 
you apply this law to Missouri's bob-white, you 
bevin to understand some of his habits which 
annoy the hunter. The fact is, of course, that if 
he didn't develop these habits we wouldn't have 
any quail. Just think for a moment of the ways 
in which we've changed the environment of this 
one wildlife species in the last quarter century. 
We tarm with machinery and plow out the fence 
rows. Cattle wire takes the place of the split 
rail fence. We build roads which make every 
field accessible to the hunter and give him a car 
which tremendously increases his hunting range.

ERE’S a recipe for the most 

disappearing ginger cookies 

you ever saw. They are thin, 
fragile, crisp and the flavor is 
perfect. The dough is soft, so 
soft that you'll never be able to 
handle it and make neat cookies 
immediately after it is mixed. 
After thorough chilling, the dough 
can be cut off in small portions 
and rolled out paper thin with 
practically no flour, then cut and 
transferred to a baking sheet in 
good shape before it gets soft and 
difficult to handle, This thin roll- 
ing with little or no flour is the 
secret of getting cookies that are 
crisp and delicate. 

Ginger Crisps. 

One-half cup margarine, one- 
half cup light molasses, one-half 
cup sugar, one tablespoon vine- 
gar, two cups sifted all-purpose 
flour, one teaspoon cinnamon, one- 
half teaspoon ginger, one and one- 
half teaspoons soda. 


Put margarine, molasses, sugar 
and vinegar into sauce pan and 
boil three minutes, stirring con- 
stantly. Remove from heat and 
cool. Sift flour three times with 
cinnamon, ginger and soda. Add 
to cooled margarine mixture and 
blend well. Wrap in waxed paper 
and chill overnight or for several 
hours. Roll out on lightly floured 
board very thin (1-16inch thick). 
Cut with a two-inch cookie cut- 
ter; bake on greased cookie sheet 
at 375 degrees F. for seven min- 
utes. Remove from sheet while 
warm and place on rack to cool, 
Stored in airtight container, these 
cookies will keep indefinitely. 
Yield: 10 dozen very thin cookies. 

Breakfast: Orange juice, scram- 
bled eggs in bologna cups; toast 
and jelly. 

Luncheon: Tongue soup; grated 
American cheese toasted sand- 
wiches; fresh apples. 

Tongue Soup. 


If the broth from the tongue 
does not measure 3% cups, add wa- 
ter. If there is too much it igs best 
to cook it down to the desired 
amount. A few slices of juliened 
tongue would make a tasty addi- 
tion to the soup. Strain 3% cups 
broth in which fresh tongue was 
cooked into saucepan, Add three 
large carrots which have been 
scraped and gliced thin, eight fine- 
ly cut green onions, and one-half 
cup finely cut celery; simmer 10 
minutes or until the vegetables 
are tender. Add one-fourth tea- 
spoon seasoned salt and pepper to 
suit taste. Serve piping hot. Four 
to five servings. 

Dinnér; Poached fish filets in 
tomato sauce; potatoes cooked in 
their jackets; buttered carrots; 
stuffed peach salad; ginger crisps. 

A wise menu planner allows 
from one-third to one-fourth of 
the daily nutritive requirements 
of her family for breakfast. A 
scanty breakfast meal isn’t logical 
when you realize that it has been 
approximately 12 hours since din- 
ner. Plan your basic pattern, of 
fruit or fruit juice, cereal and or

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1. Babies Are Her Worr 


And Dr. Martha May Eliot, Now "Expecting" 300,000, Likes the Job.

A Staff Correspondent of 
the Post-Dispatch 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 7. 
ARENTS and prospective par- 
P ents jittery over the care, feed- 
ing and financing of their 
first-born might pause in reverent 
reflection over the problems of 
Dr. Martha May Eliot, who has 
had to worry about the safe de- 
livery of 300,000 infants during 
the past two years, and is at the 
moment “expecting” 300,000 more, 


As associate chief of the Chil- 
dren’s Bureau of the Department 
of Labor, Dr. Eliot is in charge 
of the huge EMIC, or Emergency 
Maternal and Infant Care, pro- 
gram, which provides medical, 
nursing and hospital care for the 
wives and infants of enlisted men 
in the lowest four pay grades of 
the Army, Navy, Marine Corps 
and Coast Guard. EMIC, which 
is pronounced just as it’s spelled, 
in a fond and possessive manner 
by those connected with the pro- 
gram, is only a lusty infant itself, 
but in its almost two years of 
existence has managed to survive 
the opposition of some members 
of the medical profession, the ad- 
ministrative errors, or growing 
pains of any mushrooming emer- 
gency organization, and has raised 
the morale of untold overseas sol- 
diers who know that their wives 
and babies are receiving expert 
medical attention with no finan- 
cial worry at all. 


“We'll celebrate our second 
birthday on March 18,” soft-voiced, 
motherly-looking Dr, Eliot said 
as she related the miracle of 
EMIC’s progress. “Up to date 
645,000 mothers and babies have 
been enrolled, 61,000 of them for 
infant care, the remainder for 
maternity care.

“OUR PROGRAM originated in 
the state of Washington during 
the summer of 1941 with a little bit 
of a project near Fort Lewis, for 
the wives of service men who had 
come from faraway states. The 
fort hospital was full and couldn't 
take them in, so the State and 
county health departments were 
asked if they could help. They 
had a little extra money from so- 
cial security funds so they set up 
medical and hospital care for ex- 
pectant wives. 


“That was the first one. The 
next project didn’t get started un- 
til the spring of '’42. Then there 
were practically none until July, 
42, but between July and Decem- 
ber of that year some 26 states 
started projects, all on social se- 
curity funds. Early in ‘43 we 
went to Congress for funds and 
Congress decided the plan was 
good and did not find it wanting 
and gave us an allotment of $1,- 
200,000 which lasted us until the 
end of the fiscal year in June, 
Then Congress made another ap- 
propriation for the fiscal year of 
1944 of $4,400,000, but by Septem- 
ber we found that was gone s0 we 
had to go back and got $18,000,000 
more, and by the first of April 
we knew that wasn’t going to fin- 
ish the year. 


“All told for 1944 we received 
$29,700,000 which included no 
money for administration in the 
states, which was very sad, be- 
cause some states didn’t have the 
money to run it. The whole pro- 
gram grew frightfully fast and it 
meant that the administrative ma- 
chinery didn’t keep pace—it 
creaked and groaned. We had our 
problems but finally we managed 
to grease the wheels. Now an 
allowance is made of 2% per cent 
of our funds for use by the states 
for clerks and professional per- 
sonnel, and our appropriation for 
1945 is $42,800,000.” 

The sane ana practical use of 
these vast sums is one of the 
things of which EMIC workers are 
most proud and Dr. Eliot is quick 
to emphasize that the average cost 
of $87 per baby does not include 
any unnecessary luxuries. 

“They're not getting fancies, I 
can tell you,” she said, “and we 
provide no private wards, no spe- 
cial nursing unless it’s absolutely 
essential. We're holding real con- 
trol over the public funds, but ba-

bies and mothers are being saved 
because of public funds. 

“One of the advantages is that 
the states pay actual cost for each 
patient. One patient may not re- 
quire as much care and her Dill 
may be lower. Another may have 
to stay on and on, Here is a case 
of a woman in New York who re- 
quired an emergency Caesarean. 
She was terribly sick, required 
sulfa drugs and penicillin and fi- 
nally the attention of an abdomi- 
nal specialist. When she left the 
hospital she still needed home care 
for anemia, so that the total cost 
of that case was $1900. In another 
case prematurely born twins were 
kept in the hospital 70 days. Care 
for one cost $1800, for the other 
$2100.” 
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EMIC HAS BEEN responsible, 
not only for saving individual 
mothers and babies, but for a 
notable general improvement in 
standards for maternity and pre- 
natal care, particularly in rural 
and Southern areas, and for im- 


provements in hospital facilities 
where such improvements were 
badly needed. 

When the program was first or- 
ganized some scoffers announced 
loudly that this would be another 
of those complicated government 
routines requiring “seven signa- 
tures on eight different forms” but 
EMIC’s application procedure is 
simplicity itself. The serviceman’s 
wife goes to a doctor or clinic as 
soon as she suspects she is preg- 
nant. The doctor, clinic, local wel- 
fare department, or Red Cross 
supplies an application blank on 
which she writes her name and 
address, her husband’s name, rank 
or rating, and his serial number. 
The doctor answers several ques- 
tions concerning care and signs 
the blank. If the woman has no 
physician she sends it to the State 
Health Department and asks for 
help in finding one, Aid for sick 
infants, during the first year of 
their lives, is secured the same 
way. Even if an enlisted man re-

LESS VOLUBLE about her own 
accomplishments than about the 
accomplishments of EMIC, Dr. 
Eliot nevertheless has a history of 
pioneering progress which makes 
her the logical leader in such a 
plan. <A granddaughter of the 
first president of Washington Uni- 
versity in St. Louis, she did her 
undergraduate work at Radcliffe 
College, received her medical de- 
gree at Johns Hopkins, and was 
one of the few women physicians 
permitted to intern at Harvard’s 
Peter Bent Brigham Hospital. 
Especially noted for her labors in 
demonstrating how rickets can 
be prevented, she was at one time 
professor of pediatrics at Yale 
University, and left this post to 
become assistant, later associate 
chief of the Children’s Bureau, 
She was twice sent to Geneva, 
Switzerland to serve on League 
of Nations committees and is now 
on the counsel for child care of 
UNRRA., 


In spite of her gentle personal 
manner she can be firmly out- 
spoken in her beliefs on child 
health care and her defense of 
EMIC in the face of opposition by 
physicians who were against any- 
thing remotely resembling “so- 
cialized medicine.” In a verbal 
duel with the Journal of Pedia- 
tricg last year, Dr. Eliot answered 
an editorial which stated that 
the American Academy of Pedia- 
trics would be “unwilling to ac- 
cept war emergency methods as 
the basis of a plan for the future 
practice of medicine and pedia- 
trics,” by firmly stating that the 
Children’s Bureau had no detailed 
blueprint for a postwar plan but 
that “detailed planning cannot be 
put off for the public is aware 
that the health needs of mothers 
and children have not .been ade- 
quately met in the past.” 

Although EMIC is a wartime 
program, Dr. Eliot hopes that 
“the time will come when there 
will be a maternal care program 
for the entire country.” Mean- 
while for servicemen’s wives, 
EMIC will continue for the dura- 
tion and six months. There was 
a decline in the national birth 
rate in 1944 as compared with 
1943 but the increase in the num- 
ber of men in service meant that 
more, not less, were born with 
EMIC aid.
